I have an item on auction but cannot find it when searching. 

There are many reasons why an item may not appear. (1)First ensure that the auction 
site is one that is on our list. (2)We do our best to read the listings on auction pages 
but sometimes the HTML format of a page may trick our agent, hence the item will not 
get indexed. (3)lt may have been posted just after we visited the auction si te and may 
not show up until we revisit the site. 



Is there anything I can do to ensure that my item shows up on the list? 

Yes and no. We cannot guarantee that your item will be indexed (this is dependent on 
the auction page where you have listed your item). However, if it does get indexed, 
then it's a matter of getting a match when someone performs a search. We 
recommend using good keywords in the "TITLE" of your item when you post. 
Example: 

Not so good title - "Pent P66 with 16 meg" 

A better title - "Intel Pentium P5-166 CPU 512 cache with 16 meg EDO memory and 
cooling fan"

Auctions are very popular on the Internet. 
Refurbished and discontinued computer equipment 
constitutes the largest segment of items up for sale. 
However, you can find almost anything up for 
auction. 

Before you buy, do your homework - you don't want 
to overpay. Visit a couple of stores that sell the item 
and check their price. Remember to deduct a fairly 
substantial percentage from the cost of the new 
merchandise if the item is refurbished. Numerous 
times we have seen someone make a bid exceeding 
the lowest price available at an online merchant. 

Bid early. Most auctions, assign priority based on the 
first time you place a bid for a particular item. If 
someone else bids more, you just need to match their 
price and your higher priority will prevail. 

Agents can help you search dozens of online 
auctions to help you find a particular product. 

There are also a growing number of auction houses, 
which host auctions for individuals. We have a list of 
the biggest ones here.
